State Veterinary Assn. $ 
Urges Farmers To Guard 
Against TB Among Cattle 


JACKSONVILLE—While tu- 
berculosis in Florida cattle is at 
an all time low, the Florida 
State Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation today urged farmers to 
continue necessary tests and 
precautions which keep the dis- 
sease to a minimum. 

Only one-tenth.of one percent 
of Florida's livestock are infect- 
@ed with tuberculosis today, 
FSVMA officials report. How- 
ever, they. pointed out, enough 
TB germs are carried in that 
small percentage to, start a full 
scale epidemic if not held in 
check. 

Practically all warm blooded 
animals can harbor some type 
of tuberculosis. And all TB 
types—Bovine, Avian and Hu- 
man—can be easily transmitted 
from one animal to another, 

Since most of Florida's dairy 
cattle are imported, the job of 
completely eliminating Bovine 
TB is especially difficult, the 
veterinarians say, It is particu- 
larly important, therefore, that 
Plorida cattlemen comply with 
State livestock regulations. 
®  Florida-law requires annual 
tuberculin tests of all cattle 
from which milk is sold, regard- 
less if raw or pasteurized. With-
